A tlanta, Ga., ,Tuly 12.—Two hun dred 
and thirty-five sick an d wounded sol­ 
diers reached the general hospital a t 
F o rt M cPherson yesterday from Tam pa. 
A m ong them a re several of the Rough 
Riders an d m any m em bers of the Sev- 
fcnty-flrst New York. 
The m ost seri­ 
ously w ounded are C aptain D u cat and 
L ieutenan t 
Lyons,

fourth inlan try, whose families are now 
a t Salt L ake City, Utah. 
The doctors

Louis from Santiago, num bering C92 of 
the men who form ed p art of the crew 
of A dm iral C ervera's squadron, are in 
com parative com fort in the new b a r ­ 
racks erected for them on Seavey’s isl­ 
and. One of the most touching incidents 
of yesterday w as 
the 
farewell 
C ap­ 
tain Ji. Diaz Morou, of the Cristobal 
Colon, took of his crew ju st before lie 
w ent back to the St. Louis. Few who 
saw 
the 
tenderness 
with 
wiiich 
he 
walked down the line and affectionately 
em braced each seam an a s if he \yiis his 
son could refrain from tears, while the 
whole scone will be rem em bered by 
those who w itnessed It as one of the 
touching exam ples of the devotion and 
reverence In which th e seam an of every 
w arsh ip holds his com m ander. 


The crew of the Colon had landed w ith 
the rest of the prisoners and w ith them 
cam e C aptain Morou, who assisted Col­ 
onel Forney, of the m arine corps, in his 
labors as m ustering oflicer. 
T his w ork 
took time, as each m a n ’s nam e and d e­ 
scription had to be recorded: b u t a t last 
it w as over and then C ap tain Morou 
turn ed to the A m erican officer an d asked 
perm ission to say a few p a rtin g words 
to his men. 
The request w as readily 
granted, bu t C aptain Morou, Instead of 
m aking a form al and eloquent address 
to the long line, walked up to the m an 
a t the head of it and taking him w a rm ­ 
ly by the hand tenderly kissed the grim 
sailor on the cheek. W hen the men saw 
the action of the com m ander th ey w ept 
a s if th eir h e a rts would break, and a s 
the c a p tain walked down the line sh a k ­ 
ing each by the^l^and an d kissing each 
sunburned cheek each m an threw his 
a rm s around his com m ander’s neck and 
gave him a m ost h earty em brace. 


As C aptain Morou cam e to th e Colon’s 
m arine guard one of the men, the c a p ­ 
tain 's orderly, in an o u tb u rst of grief 
sp ran g from the ra n k s and th rew hi« 
a rm s ab out his c a p ta in ’s neck like a 
child. W hen finally the captain reached 
the end of the long line he turned, and 
in a voice shak in g w ith em otion said a 
few w onts of farewell to the crew as a 
whole, 
As he finished the half* clad 
men surrounded him. grasp in g his armts 
and legs, all trying ior one last embrace.

July 12.—The lives of eleven 
men were snuffed out in the tw inkling 
of an eye lasl evening In the w aterw orks 
tunnel 
being constructed 
under

bottom of Lake Erie, as a result of 
an explosion of gas.

of John; John Fradey, Tony B runettl 
and F ra n k Lam ba, all Italians; Em er- 
Bon Smith, bricklayer; John McCauley;

T he tunnel Is a large aflalr. being 
projected to extend outw ard from the 
shore for a distance of four and one- 
half miles, and It has been under con­ 
stru ction for jnore than* a year. 
The 
w ork has been attended with g re a t dif­ 
ficulty. About .six \v» eks ago there was 
an explosion of ga.*« in the shore end of 
the tunnel which killed eight men and 
Injured a num ber of others. Soon a fte r ­ 
w ard a big pocket of ciuieksand wat^ 
struck, and work was stoi)pt*d for some 
time. 
The contractors then asked for 
perm ission to dellect the course uf tlie 
tunnel from the route fixed by the ilty 
englne(>rs. but It was n fu se d . 
W ork 
w as llnally resumed and had progreshi d 
uneventfully until last evening, when 
this latest and most horrible accident 
came.

Niles, July 12—Samuel D. Kinii.

The iinportanee of this subject 
to the people of tile I’nited States may 
be seen from the faet that during the 
pa.-'l live years the average amount 
paid out by them for imported >ugar 
has be*jn

The 
relinenl 
product from imported sugar durinir 
the year l'<‘.iT was l.TíiU.HüT tirns, whih* 
the produeti(*n of >ugar from all sources 
in the rtîiled 
States 
during

amounted to .‘î.ri.'Mtî long toná, as tol- 
lows: 41,.‘M7 ions from sugar beets:

Approaching the subject from the 
farmer's point of view. Secretary Wil­ 
son says: 


‘•The farmers of our country produce 
from the soil grains, cotton,' tobacco, 
vegetables, fruits, horses, cattle, hog. 
sheep, various animal products, ant' 
the like: aiul if we can add to our 
farm .systems any crop that yields an 
ariiele of common use. is no\ exhaus­ 
tive of plant food, and whose by-pro- 
din!t is valua!»le in making meat and 
dairy products, it will lirai favor with 
prtnlucers. 
There are very few crojis 
or manufactures of them of which thir< 
can be suid 
emphatieaDy as it can be 
said of su»,mr beets. The g'rains are well 
known soil r(»bb<.*rs. 
They carry from 
the soil nitrogen, potash, phosphoric 
acid, lime, magni.-'-ia, u n d th eo th er ele­ 
ments of plunt íoímI. 
'i\>baec<j is uecu- 
liarly severe in this regard because 
none of it.^ by-producers are tit for ani- 
nial food: and witat is sold frwtn the 
farm carrie^ away so much mineral 
plant 
food 
thai 
most 
soiU 
are 
soon 
exhausted 
if not 
replenished 
by commercial 
iertillzcrs, 
the pur- 
eliase of which is out of the question 
in many parts of the L’nited .Slates. 
Meats take away eojiiparatively little 
plant food from the soil compared with 
their money value. 
The cotton plant 
is 
not exhaustive if the .stalks are 
plowed under and the seed is returned 
to the soil, either direetl}’ or througii 
the instrumentality of lUimestic ani­ 
mals. 
Ti'iC oil of the cotton seed may 
be sold witiiout taking any plant h)od 
from the fariu, a*, it^ comes frtjm the at­ 
mosphere through the leuves of Uie 
l)luni. 
Butter is aUo harm le» in thi.- 
re.ipeet, atjti does not i!upoveri.>5h th<* 
land on v\i¡iídi m e cow gru/.e>, 
.Sugar 
is as harmle.-s as oil and biJtl<-r: it 
comeh from tiie earbonie dioxide of ihf* 
atinoï-phert*. If t.he>ugar beet is luiiiknl 
to líiií Juctory and the pulp taken baek 
to the iarui, tio plant food is lost to the

The cheapest combs are made from
